Coniferous Evergreens 


Evergreens are among our specialties. The soil in our Nurseries is splendidly adapted to the growth 
and keeping of Evergreens. It also affords good balls of earth, adhering well to the roots, minimizing the 
danger of loss in transplantation. 


Evergreens are very desirable for specimen lawn trees. They are extensively used for massing, for 
shelter belts, screens, hedges, etc. The taller varieties form perfect backgrounds for smaller, light-foliaged 
and flowering trees, showy flowering shrubbery, trees of early Spring, the reds and golds of Autumn foliage, 
the berries of Autumn, and the bright green, golden and silver blue of the smaller growths of Evergreens. 


Besides the smaller grades, we have many large handsome specimens, 12 to 18 feet high: While the 
latter may be more expensive, yet they will give, at once, results which purchasers would otherwise be a 
long time in obtaining. 

HINTS FOR PLANTING 


(1) Unpack and plant as soon after receiving as possible; if there must be a delay of a day or two, 
wet the balls and keep plants in shade, 


(2) Make the holes three times as large as the balls and one foot deeper. 


(3) If the soil is poor, clay or sandy, good rotten manure should be well mixed with the filling soil 
in the proportion of one to four; cow manure is best. Never use fresh or partly decomposed manure. 

(4) In dry weather, do not fill in the holes, but leave about five or six inches as a basin which fill with 
water and let it stand till next day, then complete filling. 

(5) Firmly press the soil about the balls and leave a shallow basin about the tree, making sure that 
the plant is solidly fixed in the ground. 


(6) Caution: Do not dump raw manure into a hole and set the plants so as to bring roots in direct 
contact with it; always well mix soil and fertilizer. 


TIME FOR PLANTING 


Evergreens should be planted in Spring. [If an early Spring, till middle of May; if a late Spring, till 
first week in June; then they should not be planted till August and September, not later than the 20th. 


CLIPPING 


To preserve their symmetry and beauty, Evergreens should be clipped. Remove overgrown branches 
so as to make the tree perfect in shape; this should be done in early Spring, before new growth begins. 
It is a simple process and should be attended to every Spring. Such plants as Junipers, Retinisporas and 
Thuyas (Arborvite) will bear severe trimming. Clipping can also be safely done in early Summer. We 
shall be glad to advise any one on these matters at any time, orally or by letter.

Shrubs planted individually or in groups are an important factor in any landscape, whether lawn, 
grounds or park. When planted individually, if given proper space for development and display, their 
grace, symmetry and beauty cannot be excelled. 

In groups, if well chosen as to variety, they are splendid adornments to the lawn; may be used to 
relieve the stiff lines of foundation walls and porches, screen unsightly objects, buildings, ete. 

In lines or beds along fences, driveways and walks, or at the edges of the lawn, and in groups in corners, 
they can be so chosen as to variety and so planted as to give a succession of bloom from early Spring to 
frost. In this connection, we suggest that in grouping or bedding shrubs, they should have a sprinkling 
of foliage plants having purple and yellow leaves as a permanent, pleasing contrast amid the body of green.

Deciduous trees can be safely planted in Spring after the frost has left the ground and before new growth 
has appeared; and also in Autumn, when the foliage and wood are ripe, until the ground freezes in Winter. 
Proper preparation of the ground before planting is necessary. ‘The soil should be enriched, if necessary, 
with well-decayed manure. The hole to be dug at least 2 feet wider in diameter than the ball of roots, 
and the depth will be governed by the nursery soil line as indicated on the stem of the tree. 


The roots should be spread out in the natural way, filling with fine soil and firmly pressing the soil 
down upon the roots; pour from one to three pails of water into the hole and let it settle well before planting, 
according to size of tree. 


When you receive our trees they should be immediately unpacked and, if not yet ready for planting, 
heeled in, which means, make a trench, place trees in an upright position close together and cover thoroughly 
with fine soil, pressing down firmly so as to prevent roots from drying out. 


Do not unpack trees in freezing weather. When trees arrive during severe weather place them in a 
cool place free from frost until perfectly thawed. 


If deciduous trees or shrubs are miscarried or delayed in transit so as to become dried, they should be 
soaked in water for one or two days before planting.

HINTS FOR PLANTING AND CARE 


Planting 

Ground should be rich and moderately dry: if not so, it should be made so. Lands exhausted by crop- 
ping need plenty of good, well-decomposed manure. 

Care should be taken to plant at the right depth; too deep planting generally causes the death of the 
tree and in any case retards the growth; too shallow planting is often as fatal. — 

Dig the holes deep and wide; if too large fill in well-pulverized soil. Never bunch or twist roots to 
crowd them into too smalla hole. If weather is dry fill the hole with water and let it nearly all be absorbed 
before putting in the tree. See that the earth is firmly pressed down over the roots. It is well to nearly 
cover in planting, then pour on water to settle soil evenly and closely around the roots; let stand a while 
and then finish the soil covering. 


Pruning and Care 


Home-grown orchard trees are generally allowed to grow to standard form—naked stems, and a number 
of branches at the top forming a head, 


Apples, Pears, Peaches, Cherries and other standard trees should be cut back, leaving only four buds 
from the base. Sod should not be allowed to grow tight in around the base of the trunk; every Spring and 
Fall dig away, to a depth of 3 to 5 inches, the soil around the base of the trunk. Find borer holes, if any; 
probe with a sharp-pointed, pliant wire till the grubs are killed, plug and replace soil. Prune often, remov- 
ing crowding as well as dead limbs. Spray frequently. Follow these directions and you will be sure to 
have healthy growth, and abundant as well as fine fruit. 


Peach trees, on planting, should be cut away one third, and the side branches to one bud. In all cases, 
examine the roots and remove any parts that are damaged.

Cut the leader to one half; the lower branches one half; the next branches a little shorter, and so on 
till the upper ones have only one or two buds; this will bring the trees to pyramidal growth.

These are already well pruned in the nurseries. They will require very little pruning the first year. 
They should, however, be pruned to the flowering wood, annually thereafter.
